Stadium Clears Major Hurdle 


D.C. Council approves plan for ballpark on the Anacostia 


WASHINGTON I The D.C. Council narrowly 
gave preliminary approval Tuesday to a plan 
to build a publicly funded baseball stadium 
in Southeast, moving closer toward finding a 
permanent home for the Washington Nationals 
but sending a message to Mayor Anthony A. 
Williams that his work is not finished. 

At the end of a seven-hour meeting, 
before a standing-room- only crowd that 
at times included Williams (D), the council 
voted 6 to 4, with three members abstain- 


ing, in favor of building the stadium along 
the Anacostia River near the Navy Yard and 
South Capitol Street. 

Along the way, the council eliminated a 
provision in the bill that promised $45 mil- 
lion for public libraries and $30 million for 
other neighborhood projects. The council also 
added a provision that will allow city leaders 
to formally consider private financing options 
for several more months. Both moves came at 
the urging of Chairman Linda W. Cropp (D).

Ridge to Exit 
Top Domestic 
Security Post 

WASHINGTON! Homeland Security Secretary 
Tom Ridge, whose name became synonymous 
with color- coded terror alerts and tutorials 
about how to prepare for possible attack, 
resigned Tuesday, saying he was confident 
the United States is significantly safer than 
before the 2001 terrorist strikes. 

Ridge, who has warned that the country 
may face increased terror risks around the 
holidays and the Jan. 20 presidential inau- 
guration, said he will remain on the job 
through Feb. 1. He submitted his resignation 
to President Bush on Tuesday after attending 
a threat briefing with CIA and FBI officials. 

As the nation’s first chief of the new 
Department of Homeland Security, Ridge 
presided over a collection of 22 disparate fed- 
eral agencies and 180,000 employees. 

He acknowledged he could not prove the 
enormously expensive and complex security 
measures put in place since 2001 have foiled 
any terrorist attacks inside the United States 
but said he was certain that, because of the 
changes, terrorists know that “America is a 
different place to work and operate in.” (ap)

Head of 
N AACP to 
Step Down 

BALTIMORE I NAACP President 
Kweisi Mfume announced Tuesday 
that he is stepping down after a 
nearly nine -year tenure in which 
he helped rescue the nation’s oldest 
and largest civil rights group from 
debt and scandal. 

Mfume, 56, said he wanted to 
spend more time with his family, 
namely his 14 -year-old son. 

“I don’t want to miss another 
basketball game. I want to sew on 
his varsity letter on his sweater,” 
Mfume said of his son. “I just need 
a break. I need a vacation.” 

He inherited an organization 
tarnished by scandal and burdened 
by a $3.2 million debt when he took 
over as president of the National 
Association for the Advancement of 
Colored People in early 1996. 

The organization’s legal counsel, 
Dennis Hayes, will serve as interim 
president while a national search is 
conducted, wiley hall (ap) 


Court Rules on Lending Act 


Justices uphold caps 
on damages awarded 
for misleading car loans 

WASHINGTON! Car buyers beware: 
the Supreme Court said Tuesday 
that people misled about auto loans 
cannot use a federal law to receive 
significant damages. 

When Congress passed the 
Truth in Lending Act 36 years 
ago, it decided to let consumers 
sue dishonest lenders for damages 
of $100 to $1,000. 

The law has been revised since 
then, but the Supreme Court ruled 
8-1 that the damage caps remain. 


The case was watched closely 
by consumer groups because of 
its potentially sweeping impact. 
About 45 million cars are bought 
and sold in the United States each 
year. Many are financed through a 
bank or other lender. 

Tuesday’s ruling also applies to 
other financed purchases, such as 
furniture, but not to homes. 

The loser was Bradley Nigh, who 
alleged he was a victim of unscrupu- 
lous tactics by a Virginia car deal- 
er when he tried to buy a used car 
four years ago. 

A jury ordered the dealer, for- 
merly known as Koons Buick 
Pontiac GMC Inc., to pay Nigh 


more than $24,000 in damages. 
The high court said, however, that 
he was entitled to no more than 
$1,000 under the federal law. 

A ruling the other way could have 
led to claims for more than $1 bil- 
lion in damages nationwide each 
year, auto dealers and banks said, 
with buyers having to pay higher 
interest rates as a result. 

Justice Ruth Bader Ginsburg 
wrote that “less-than-meticulous 
drafting” of an amendment to the 
law caused confusion, (ap)

Gitmo Tactics Questioned 


Red Cross report cites 
problems in treatment 
of detainees by U.S. 

GENEVA I The International 
Committee of the Red Cross said 
Tuesday it has given the Bush 
administration a confidential 
report critical of U.S. treatment 
of terror suspects detained at the 
U.S. military prison in Guantanamo 
Bay, Cuba. 

But the Red Cross, which is the 
only independent monitor allowed to 
visit the facility, refused to confirm 


or deny a New York Times account 
that the ICRC report described the 
psychological and physical coercion 
used at Guantanamo as “tanta- 
mount to torture.” 

The Bush administration reject- 
ed the ICRC accusations that 
detainees were in any way abused 
at Guantanamo. 

“We strongly disagree with any 
characterization that suggests the 
way detainees are being treated is 
inconsistent with the policies the 
president has outlined,” White 
House press secretary Scott 
McClellan said on an Air Force One

The Times said ICRC dele- 
gates found during a June visit to 
Guantanamo that U.S. authorities 
had devised a system to break the 
will of the prisoners that included 
using humiliation, temperature 
extremes and forced positions. 

Antonella Notari, spokeswom- 
an for the ICRC, said the agency 
refused to break its vow of confiden- 
tiality on its reports because it had 
proved to be the best way to improve 
conditions for detainees. 

But she told the Associated Press 
she could say “there are significant 
problems regarding the conditions 
of detention and the treatment of 
detainees in Guantanamo that still 
have not been addressed by U.S. 
authorities.” Alexander g. higgins (ap)

Patch Could 
Get FDA OK 

NEWYORKIA hysterectomy 11 years 
ago zapped Colleen Christensen’s 
sexual desire. Now 55 years old and 
married for 33 years, Christensen 
said she used to worry that a lack of 
intimacy was draining the fun and 
closeness from her relationship. 

Two and a half years ago she 
joined a clinical trial for Intrinsa, a 
testosterone patch made by Procter 
& Gamble Co. The effect was almost 
instantaneous. “Remember when 
you were young and you got this 
buzz and you looked at your hus- 
band and said ‘Oh, baby?’” asked 
Christensen, a homemaker in 
Poulsbo, Wash. 

On Thursday a U.S. Food and 
Drug Administration committee 
will review Intrinsa, which could 
be the first prescription medication 
to win approval for female sexual 
dysfunction. 

P&G is one of about 10 drug 
companies seeking to create pari- 
ty in the sexual dysfunction arena by 
developing drugs for women. None 
of the other products, which include 
creams and sprays, is expected to 
reach the market before 2006.

Gay Methodist Minister to Face Trial 


PUGHTOWN, PA. I The latest clash 
in the struggle among mainline 
Protestant denominations over 
gay clergy hits a critical point 
Wednesday with the church trial 
of a United Methodist Church min- 
ister who declared in a sermon last 
year that she is a lesbian living with 
her partner. 

The Rev. Irene Elizabeth Stroud 
of Philadelphia could be defrocked 
if she loses at the trial, expected to 
run two or three days. 

It’s the third test of the UMC’s 


1984 law barring “self-avowed prac- 
ticing homosexuals” from the min- 
istry. The policy was reaffirmed by 
a 72 percent vote at the Methodists’ 
General Conference in May. 

Given that language, convic- 
tion might seem automatic. But 
last March, a church court acquit- 
ted the Rev. Karen Dammann, a 
pastor in Washington state who also 
lives openly with a same-sex part- 
ner and the Methodists’ national 
supreme court decided it had no 
power to review the verdict.

A Bloody Milestone in Iraq 


U.S. death toll in November equals all-time high 


WASHINGTON I Fueled by fierce 
fighting in Fallujah and insurgents’ 
counterattacks elsewhere, the U.S. 
military death toll for November 
equalled the highest for any month 
of the war, according to casualty 
reports available Tuesday. 

At least 135 U.S. troops died 
in November. That is the same 
number as last April, when the 
insurgence flared in Fallujah and 
elsewhere in the so-called Sunni 
Triangle where U.S. forces and 


their Iraqi allies lost a large mea- 
sure of control. 

On Nov. 8, U.S. forces launched 
an offensive to retake Fallujah, and 
they have engaged in tough fighting 
in other cities since then. More than 
50 troops have been killed in Fallujah 
since then, although the Pentagon 
has not provided a casualty count for 
Fallujah for more than a week. 

From the viewpoint of the United 
States and Iraqis who are striving to 
restore stability, the casualty trend 


since the interim Iraqi government 
was put in power June 28 has been 
troubling. Each month’s death toll 
has been higher than the last, with 
the single exception of October, 
when it was 63. 

The monthly totals grew from 
42 in June to 54 in July to 65 in 
August and to 80 in September. 
The Pentagon’s official death toll for 
Iraq, dating to the start of the war,

Allawi to 
Meet With 
Top Sunnis 

BAGHDAD I Iraq’s interim prime 
minister went to Jordan on Tuesday 
for meetings with tribal figures and 
other influential Iraqis in a bid to 
encourage Sunni Muslims to par- 
ticipate in the Jan. 30 elections, but 
he ruled out contacts with insurgent 
leaders and ex-members of Saddam 
Hussein’s deposed regime. 

Before leaving Baghdad, Prime 
Minister Ayad Allawi said his gov- 
ernment would pursue contacts to 
encourage broad 
participation in 
the elections, which 
some Sunni clerics 
have threatened to 
boycott. 

But Allawi 
branded reports 
that he would meet with former 
Baath party figures as “an inven- 
tion by the media,” although word of 
such contacts came last week from 
the Iraqi Foreign Ministry. Former 
Baath party leaders are believed to 
form the core of the insurgency. 

Ministry officials had said that 
Arab governments have urged the 
Iraqi authorities to make contacts 
with Iraqi exiles and opposition fig- 
ures, fearing that without some over- 
ture by the Iraqi government toward 
Sunni insurgents, many Sunnis may 
boycott the elections, (ap) 


U.S. General Says 
Troops to Launch 
Afghan Offensive 

KABUL, AFGHANISTAN I Thousands 
of U.S. soldiers are preparing an 
operation against Taliban insur- 
gents to preempt an expected spring 
offensive which could upset plans 
for Afghan parliamentary elections, 
a senior American general said. 

The operation will begin with- 
in days of the Dec. 7 inauguration 
of Hamid Karzai as Afghanistan’s 
first directly elected president — an 
event that itself is a potential target, 
said Maj. Gen. Eric Olson. 


“There could be an unhappy coin- 
cidence between the enemy’s spring 
offensive and the parliamentary elec- 
tions,” Olson said at the U.S. base at 
Bagram, north of Kabul. 

He said the aim is to tighten 
the Afghan-Pakistan border. The 
offensive will cover the entire U.S.- 
led force of about 18,000, he said, 
and would attempt to disturb mili- 
tants in their “winter sanctuaries” 
so that they will be in no shape to 
move against the parliamentary vote 
slated for April. 

The new operation follows a 
security push begun in July to pro- 
tect the October presidential elec- 
tion, the first vote since the fall of 
the Taliban in 2001. (ap)

Leaders seek to mend 
relations strained by 
U.S.-led war in Iraq 

OTTAWA I President Bush and 
Canadian Prime Minister Paul 
Martin sought on Tuesday to mend 
fences after four years of strained 
relations between the two neighbors 
aggravated by the war on Iraq. 

“I made some decisions that 
some in Canada obviously didn’t 
agree with. ... I’m the kind of fel- 
low who does what I think is right,” 
he said in the Canadian capital, with 
Martin at his side. He said the two 
countries “share a commitment to 
freedom and a willingness to defend 
it,” recognizing Canada’s peacekeep- 
ing role in Afghanistan. 

For his part, Martin said, “There 
are obviously disagreements on 
questions of foreign policy,” as well 
as differences on trade. But he said 
he and Bush “agreed to put forward 
an agenda where our two nations 
will cooperate in a practical way 
toward common goals.” 

Bush’s visit was his first trip out- 
side the country since the election. 
He had a cool relationship with ex- 
Prime Minister Jean Chretien, but 
Martin, in office less than a year, has 
sought to repair the damage, (ap)

The leader of Romania’s main oppo- 
sition party, claiming fraud, has 
called for the annulment of national 
election results and for a new vote to 
be held. Traian Basescu, the presi- 
dential candidate of the centrist 
Justice and Truth Alliance, claimed 
Tuesday that electoral authorities 
awarded at least 160,000 spoiled 
ballots — or 2.5 percent of the 
vote — to his rival, Prime Minister 
Adrian Nastase.

Rollout Begins for 
Free Credit Reports 

Staggered program starts in 13 Western states 


WAS H I N G TO N I Americans who want 
to make sure their credit reports 
are accurate or check their finan- 
cial histories can get the informa- 
tion for free under a program start- 
ing Wednesday. 

The Federal Trade Commission 
is rolling out the service in phases. 
Residents in 13 Western states will 
get first crack at requesting a free 
credit report. People in Midwestern 
states will become eligible for free 
reports on March 1, followed by 
Southern states on June 1 and 
Eastern states on Sept. 1. 

The FTC is staggering the 
requesting period to help the 
nation’s three major credit 


bureaus — Equifax Inc., Experian 
Information Solutions and Trans 
Union — deal with an expected 
crush of customers. 

Banks and other lenders use the 
data in the reports to evaluate loan 
applicants. Access to free reports 
was mandated in consumer privacy 
legislation President Bush signed 
into law last year. 

Before the new law, consumers 
had access to free credit reports only 
if they were denied credit, unem- 
ployed, on welfare or believed 
that they were victims of identity 
theft. A handful of states also allow 
residents access to free reports.

White House OKs 
Shrimp Tariffs for 
China, Vietnam 

WASHINGTON I The Bush adminis- 
tration on Tuesday upheld the impo- 
sition of penalty tariffs on shrimp 
imports from China and Vietnam, 
handing a victory to beleaguered 
U.S. shrimp producers. 

The government set duties of up 
to 112.8 percent on Chinese exports 
of frozen and canned shrimp. 
Vietnamese shrimp exports will be hit 
with duties of up to 25.8 percent. 

The action affirmed a prelim- 
inary ruling by the Commerce 
Department last summer. The pen- 
alty tariffs have been collected by 
border agents since July. 

The tariffs were imposed after a 
government probe found the shrimp 
from those nations was being sold in 
the U.S. market at unfairly low prices, 
a practice known as dumping, (ap) 


Lycos Europe Goes 

MADRID, SPAIN I At the risk of 
breaching Internet civility, a 
European Web portal is offering its 
visitors a weapon against spam: a 
screensaver program that tries to 
choke spam servers by flooding 
them with junk traffic. 

As of Tuesday, about 65,000 
people have signed up for the con- 
troversial tool from the German- 


on Spam Offensive 

based Lycos Europe. 

The company insists the tech- 
nique is legal — it says the culprit 
servers are simply choked a bit, not 
completely asphyxiated — and dis- 
missed concerns that its offensive 
can further clog the world’s digi- 
tal pipeline. 

Still, computer experts are wor- 
ried. “You don’t stop a bad thing 


by being bad yourself,” said David 
Farber, former chief technologist at 
the U.S. Federal Communications 
Commission. 

When a computer with the free 
Lycos screensaver is idle, the pro- 
gram sends junk commands to Web 
sites identified by Lycos as selling 
products pitched in spam. When 
done in masse, this eats up precious 
bandwidth, causing the sites to over- 
load and slow down, (ap)

Metro Panel Supports Tax 


Proposal designed to offset agency’s rising costs 


WASH I N GTO N I Members of a region- 
al panel charged with helping solve 
Metro’s money troubles announced 
Tuesday that they will recommend 
a regional sales tax of 0.25 percent 
to help offset operating and capital 
improvement costs. 

“We have settled on a sales tax 
approach to this regionally,” said 
Rudolph Penner, chairman of the 
panel created last August. The rec- 
ommendation will be included in a 
draft report expected to be released 
to the public Dec. 7- 

The sales tax proposal drew 


more support than other recom- 
mendations considered by the 
group, including a payroll or prop- 
erty tax. Panel members cited the 
ability of the sales tax to produce 
a stable stream of revenue over an 
extended time in supporting that 
option. They also noted it is used 
in other jurisdictions. 

In recent months, the panel con- 
sidered a property tax tied to the 
square footage of public and com- 
mercial office space located in juris- 
dictions served by Metro as well as 
gasoline and parking taxes. 


Fare hikes would also continue 
and subsidies paid by the District 
of Columbia and jurisdictions in 
suburban Maryland and Northern 
Virginia served by Metro would also 
be increased. The group is assuming 
that increases in federal money will 
continue, although federal officials 
have offered no assurances those 
funds will be available. 

One or more of the options could 
cover Metro’s $2.5 billion operating 
and capital funding shortfall estimat- 
ed through 2015. The agency blames 
the gap on inflation, paratransit and 
the costs of operating new buses and 
rail cars, candace smith (ap) 


Md. Marine 
Killed in 
Iraq Battle 

21-year-old Poolesville 
graduate dreamed of 
being a smoke jumper 

DICKERSON, MD. I Cpl. Kirk 
Bosselmann, 21, wanted to be a 
smoke jumper, a firefighter who 
parachutes into wildfires to battle 
the flames. 

He moved to California soon 
after graduating in 2001 from 
Poolesville High School, but soon 
found he needed extra skills to do 
his dream job. 

To get the necessary training, 
Bosselmann joined the Marines. 
There he could train with para- 
chutes and get other experience he’d 
need to become a smoke jumper. 
He quickly discovered that he loved 
being a Marine, according to a high 
school friend, Mike Phillips. 

“He didn’t like sitting still,” 
Phillips, 22, said Tuesday. “He 
wanted to do his part to protect 
his nation.” 

A scout sniper in the Marines, 
Bosselmann was killed Saturday 
in Iraq. The Pentagon released few 
details on his death, saying only that 
he died in “hostile action” in Iraq’s 
Anbar province. He was based at 
Camp Lejeune, N.C. (ap)

Company hopes Md.

FREDERICK, MD. I The nation’s only 
maker of a licensed anthrax vac- 
cine cut the ribbon Tuesday on a 
new plant capable of producing 100 
million doses annually for sale to 
federal, state, local and foreign 
governments. 

Emergent BioSolutions Inc., the 
newly formed parent of anthrax vac- 
cine maker BioPort Corp., is buying 
an existing building next to a Toys 
R Us warehouse in an industrial 
park south of Frederick.

Notre Dame Ousts Coach 


Willingham fired after 6-5 season with Irish 


COLLEGE FOOTBALL I Tyrone 
Willingham was fired Tuesday as 
coach at Notre Dame for failing to 
turn the nation’s most storied foot- 
ball program back into a national 
championship contender. 

He was fired three days after the 
Irish lost 41-10 to No. 1 Southern 
California to drop to 6-5 this year. 

“We simply have not made the 
progress on the field that we need 
to make,” athletic director Kevin 
White said. 

Players are considering wheth- 
er to play in the Insight Bowl on 


Dec. 28, and White said he didn’t 
know who would coach the game. 

The timing of Willingham’s oust- 
er broke with recent Notre Dame 
practice that even gave struggling 
coaches Gerry Faust and Bob Davie 
five seasons to prove themselves. 

Notre Dame hired Willingham, 
the first black head coach in any 
sport for the Irish, from Stanford 
to replace George O’Leary, who 
resigned five days after taking 
the job because he lied about his 
achievements on his resume. 

With Tony Samuel fired by New 


Mexico State and Fitz Hill resigning 
from San Jose State last week, there 
are now only two black head coach- 
es in Division I-A: Karl Dorrell at 
UCLA and Sylvester Croom at 
Mississippi State. 

One coach certain to be men- 
tioned as a possible replacement 
for Willingham is Utah’s Urban 
Meyer, a Notre Dame assistant 
from 1996-2000. The Utes are 
11-0 and ranked No. 5 under Meyer.

Pressure Finally Gets to Browns’ Davis 


PRO FOOTBALL I Butch Davis never 
wanted to abandon his dream job 
and all its ego -soothing power. The 
last- second losses, freaky injuries, 
intense scrutiny and strain on his 
family changed his mind. 

After arriving three years ago 
with the promise of winning a 
Super Bowl title, Davis resigned 
as the Cleveland Brown’s coach 
on Tuesday, leaving the last-place 
Browns with five games left in 
another sinking season. 


Davis’ departure came two days 
after the Browns 
dropped their fifth 
straight game, a 58- 
48 loss that followed 
a script similar to so 
many others in the 
Davis Era: close but 
not good enough. 

Offensive coordinator Terry 
Robiskie will coach the Browns for 
the rest of the season. His first game 
won’t be an easy one: The Browns 


host the Super Bowl champion New 
England Patriots on Sunday. 

“He picked a hell of a week to 
make this decision,” joked Robiskie, 
who served as Washington’s interim 
coach for three games in 2000 after 
the Redskins fired Norv Turner. 

In a statement, Davis cited 
“intense pressure and scrutiny” as 
the driving forces behind his res- 
ignation.

Hamilton Fired 
By Cycling Team 


2004 gold medalist 
dropped after failing 
2 blood doping tests 

DOPING I Olympic gold medalist 
Tyler Hamilton was fired by his 
cycling team two months after test- 
ing positive for blood doping. 

The Swiss-based International 
Cycling Union, or UCI, said Tuesday 
the Phonak team told the governing 
body that the American rider s con- 
tract was terminated last week. 

Phonak was denied a racing 
license by the UCI on Tuesday 
because of the team’s doping 
problems. Hamilton and two 
other Phonak riders have been 
charged in drug cases in the past 
three months. 

The decision means Phonak 
is barred from competing in all 
major events next year on UCI’s 
Pro Tour — which includes the 
Tour de France. 

Hamilton first tested positive 
for blood doping after winning the 
time trial at the Athens Olympics in 
August. But the case was dropped 
after his backup sample was fro- 
zen, leaving too few red blood cells 
to analyze. 



Since winningthegold medal in Athens, 
Hamilton has faced drug accusations. 


Hamilton tested positive again 
for an illegal blood transfusion at 
the Spanish Vuelta in September, 
with both samples confirming the 
result. He faces a possible two-year 
ban if found guilty. 

“I am more committed than ever 
to getting to the bottom of all this,” he 
said Tuesday. Jonathan fowler (ap)

SAFETY I Computerized stabili- 
ty-control systems automatically 
put vehicles back on course in the 
blink of an eye. But despite almost 
universal agreement on the life- 
saving value of electronic stabil- 
ity-control, it is rare in the United 
States. And it might be years before 
such systems become common on 
American roads. 


The United States has concen- 
trated on better roads, air bags and 
more crashworthy cars. The goal is 
vehicles that prevent accidents from 
happening in the first place. 

U.S. automakers have lagged 
behind their European and 
Japanese counterparts in embrac- 
ing electronic stability- control tech- 
nology. Overseas, it is standard in a 


wider range of models. 

U.S. automakers are tak- 
ing different approaches. 
DaimlerChrysler, Ford and 
General Motors have made 
stability control equipment 
standard in some new SUVs. 
The technology costs up to 
$500 as optional equipment.

CHART-TOPPERS I After a three -year 
hiatus, Destiny’s Child is picking up 
where it left off: at the top. “Lose My 
Breath,” the first single from the 
group’s “Destiny Fulfilled,” quickly 
marched its way to No. 30.

Disc One, “Chet Sings,” offers 
Baker’s melancholic and endear- 
ing interpretations of classic 
romantic ballads, including “My 
Funny Valentine” and “The Thrill 
Is Gone.” On those cuts where he 
also plays trumpet, his concise and 
lyrical solos are miniature gems. 

Disc Two, “Chet Plays,” features 
instrumental recordings by Baker’s 
quartet, sextet and other ensembles. 
The trumpeter is cool and laid-back 
on ballads such as “How Long Has 
This Been Going On?” But Baker 
shows he can get hot on such burn- 
ers as “To Mickey’s Memory” and 


“Jumpin’ Off a Clef.” 

Disc Three, “Chet & Friends,” 
finds the trumpeter in ensembles 
with other stars of the West Coast 
cool jazz school. This disc has 
recordings by Gerry Mulligan’s 
piano -less quartet that launched 
Baker’s career, and the disc also 
includes “The Route,” the only orig- 
inal Baker composition among the 
52 tracks. 

“Prince of Cool” offers a splen- 
did introduction to this young man 
with a horn who tragically never 
realized his full potential.

Jennings finally met his match after 
a 74 -game run in which he became 
the biggest winner in TV game show 
history with a haul of $2,520,700. 

The pop culture icon who 
made brainiacs cool was beaten 
by a woman whose own 8 -year- 
old daughter asked for his auto- 
graph when they first met. 

As someone who always has 
prepared his own tax returns, 
Jennings was tripped up in Final 
Jeopardy by this answer: Most of 
this firm’s 70,000 seasonal white- 
collar employees work only four 


months a year. 

The correct reply: “What is 
H&R Block?” But Jennings guessed 
Federal Express, ending his remark- 
able run. 

Having an accountant-friend 
who’s nearly impossible to reach 
at tax time paid off big-time for 
his conqueror, California real estate 
agent Nancy Zerg, who ousted the 
baby-faced killer competitor in 
Tuesday’s episode. 

During his streak that began 
June 2, Jennings usually had oppo- 
nents so thoroughly beaten that the 
Final Jeopardy question was mean- 


ingless to the outcome. But Zerg was 
within striking range at that point, 
with $10,000 to Jennings’ $14,400. 
Her correct reply gave Zerg $14,001 
to Jennings’ $8,799. 

Even before that, she had needed 
an unusual display of Jennings fal- 
libility to stay in the game. He twice 
answered wrong on Daily Double 
questions, which give contestants 
a chance to make big wagers. 

Maybe that’s why he paused, 
ever so slightly, when asked Tuesday 
whether he had lost or been beaten.

What is all this talk about Gibbs 
resigning after this season to 
become general manager? Gibbs 
has adamantly denied this rumor. 
Could there be any truth to it? 

Gibbs has shot it down, and I 
tend to believe him. But you can’t 
necessarily go by what a coach says 
with five games to go in a season. 
Things could change. I’ve thought all 
along there was a chance that Gibbs’ 
health, given the way he approach- 
es the job, could force him to walk 
away again at some point. 

Do I think that Gibbs is quitting 
after the season? No, I don’t. But you 
can’t completely dismiss it. 

Watching Patrick Ramsey vs. Ben 
Roethlisberger this weekend, it 
struck me why Ramsey is not a good 
NFL QB: He is not mobile in the 
pocket. Whenever Roethlisberger 
was pressured, he would shuffle 
left-right-forward to buy some time, 
then dump the ball off. Ramsey is 
basically a sitting duck in the pocket. 

It’s a very good point. Ramsey 
lacks the nuances — seeing the field, 
making quick decisions, feeling the 
pressure and sliding one way or the 


other in the pocket. All those things 
should get better with experience, 
but there are no guarantees that 
he’ll ever get the polish you need 
to be a winning quarterback in this 
league. I still like him as a pros- 
pect, though — because of his arm, 
because of his grit, because of his 
intelligence and demeanor — and I 
wouldn’t give up on him yet.

And which AFC teams will be left out 
that you think will deserve to be in? 

I’ll go with the Falcons, Packers 
and Seahawks to join the Eagles as 
the division winners, and I’ll go with 
the Vikings and Rams as the wild 
cards. In the AFC, I’ll go with the 
Pats, Steelers, Colts and Chargers 
(yes, I now believe) as division win- 
ners, and the Jets and Ravens as 
wild cards. That would leave Denver 
and Jacksonville out, even though 
either one might be as good as any- 
one but Philly in the NFC.
